CANADA  -  Revised  regulations 

Live  poultry  must  be  accompanied  by  a  certificate  issued  by  a  full-time  State 
Veterinarian  or  a  Bureau  Veterinarian,  and  endorsed  by  a  Bureau  Veterinarian  authorized 
to  perform  such  duties,  indicating  freedom  from  and  exposure  t©  Newcastle  disease, 
fowl  p®st  and  fowl  typhoid®  Hatching  eggs  must  b©  presented  in  clean,  new  containers 
and  accompanied  by  a  similar  certificate  indicating  that  the  flocks  of  origin  are  free 
from  Newcastle  diseas© ,  fowl  pest  and  fowl  typhoid® 

MEXICO  -  New  regulation* 

All  shipments  of  poultry  from  the  United  States  must  originate  in  flocks  and  hatcheries 
that  are  tmder  NPIP  or  NTXP  supervision  or  comparable  State  supervision*  Shipments  t© 
b@  accompanied  by  NPIP  Form  15  or  other  acceptable  certificate  issued  by  the  State 
authorities  and  visaed  by  a  Mexican  Consul  in  the  United  States*  All  shipping  containers 
must  indicate  that  certification  accompanies  the  shipment*
